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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

• The amendments of claims and new claims have been found supported by the 
original claims. 

• All previous rejections of claims 8-9, 17, and 19 have been rendered moot by 
cancellation. 

• The previous 112 2 nd rejections of claims 5-12 have overcome by amendment 
and argument. 

• The previous 1 02rejections of claims 5-6 over Ogawa et al. have overcome by 
amendment. 

• The previous 102/103 rejections of claims 5-7 and 10-12 over Woo et al. have 
overcome by amendment. 

• The previous 103 rejections of claims 5-6 over Dillon et al. have overcome by 
amendment. 

• The previous 103 rejections of claims 5-7 and 10-12 over Rogers et al. have 
overcome by applicant's showing that the copending application is disqualified 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(c) as prior art in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

• The previous ODP rejections of claims 5-7 and 10-11 over 10/517411 have 
overcome by approved TD filed on 02/23/2010. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Reasons for allowance: 
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Claims 5-7 and 10-12 are allowable over the closest prior art: Ogawa et al. (JP 
0831 1 193, machine translation is used as English equivalent) listed in previous 892. 

Ogawa et al. discloses copolycarbonate polymer composed of units (A) and (B) 
in the following generic structure (Abs. claim 1): 



wherein Ri-R 8 can be H and X can be CH 2 , meeting formula (I) ; Ri-R 8 can be H and Y 
can be Chb. However, Ogawa disclose polymerizes containing monomer units which 
are polymerized through the hydroxy group adjacent to the triazole rings of bis-Bzt 
UVAs. The instant amendments specify that no such monomer group can be present as 
the group A3 in instant claim 5, which corresponds to the position of said hydroxy is 
limited to hydrogen C1-C18 alkoxy, or C1-C~salky and can not participate in the 
polymerization. 

Therefore, claim 5 is allowable together with its dependent claims 6-7 and 10-12.
